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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 5- 
8, 18-21, and 27-32 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, 
claims 5-8, 18-21, and 27-32 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 4, 9-1 4, 1 7, and 22-26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to claims 1, 4, 9-14, 17, and 22-26, DiGiorgio (USPN 6,385,729) 
discloses a system to uniquely identify a security computing device coupled to a 
computer (column 1 lines 7-9), the computer coupled to a server over a computer - 
network (column 2 lines 3-8), the system including the security computing device being 
separate from the computer and adapted for connection by a user to the computer with 
an input/output (I/O) connector (column 2 lines 5-8), the security computing device 
including a processor and a secure memory (column 6 lines 30-33), the security 
computing device storing a serial number associated with the security computing device 
(user ID, column 10 lines 54-55) and a user key associated with the serial number that 
is unique to the security computing device in the secure memory (shared secret, column 
10 lines 35-36), a server coupled to a user information database, the user information 
database storing a plurality of registered serial numbers and a plurality of user keys, 
each user key being associated with one of the plurality of registered serial numbers, 
wherein, when the computer attempts to log onto the server over the computer network, 
the server requests a serial number from the security computing device, DiGiorgio , 
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however does not disclose the security computing device, under the control of the 
processor, to transmit the serial number from the secure memory to verifies whether the 
serial number received from the security computing device is stored as one of the 
plurality of registered serial numbers in the user information database. DiGiorgio 
discloses logging in using a PIN number (column 9 lines 65-66). DiGiorgio teaches 
away from using a stored value as the initial login because the device could be used by 
another person (column 10 lines 8-10) It would not have been obvious for one of 
ordinary skill in the art to use only device stored values to authenticate the user of 
DiGiorgio, since a device can be stolen and used by anyone with successful 
authentication.
